W ashington, March 23.— A resolu­ 
tion p rop osing an am endm ent to the 
constitution authorizing a radical re­ 
organization of the legislative branch 
of the federal government has been 
p rep ared by Rep resentative Lindbergh 
of Minnesota. 
The Lindbergh resolution will p ro­ 
vide for a house of rep resentatives of 
315 members, with no up p er branch. 
Three hundred 
members 
would 
be 
elected for terms of seven y ears. 
Fif­ 
teen of the members would be elected 
by the country at large, each for a 
term of fifteen y ears. 
Mr. Lindergh’s 
resolution will p rovide that the fifteen 
m em bers thus elected shall be known 
as the committee at large. 
The committee at large will have a 
veto p ower over legislation p assed by 
the house p rop er. 
Legislation disap ­ 
p roved by the committee at large 
would not go to the p resident for ap ­ 
p roval unless p assed over the com­ 
m ittee’s veto by a two-thirds vote of 
the house. 
The Lindbergh resolution 
will 
p rovide that only native born 
Americans shall be eligible for elec­ 
tion to the committee at large.

Congress Preparing to Strength­ 
en the Sherman Law. 


THE COMMITTEE IS AT SEA 


Just W hat Provisions W ill Be Devised 


For Meeting the Obj ections to the 


Present Anti- Trust L aw is Not Now 


Known, but the Senate Committee 


on Interstate Commerce W ill Give 


the Matter Careful Consideration. 


W ashington, March 23.—In the op in­ 
ion of the senate interstate commerce 
committee further trust legislation by 
congress 
is 
necessary 
and 
desira­ 
ble. 
This decision was reached at 
a session of the committee following 
which it was decided to begin imme­ 
diately the drafting of a bill that will 
meet the objections and to strengthen 
the weakness of the Sherm an law. 
The committee will hold daily meet­ 
ings in the future, reviewing the mass 
of testimony bearing on the question 
of trust regulation that has been taken 
in the p ast several months and con­ 
sidering the p rovisions of the several 
bills th at have been introduced in the 
senate or p resented to the committee 
by invitation. 
The discussion in the committee fol­ 
lowing the agreem ent that legislation 
was necessary develop ed p ractically 
unanimous sentiment for the rejection 
of the p rop osition for the creation of 
a commission with p rice fixing p ow­ 
ers.

O'Do nnell, writ­ 
ing to Ryan, says he remembers dis­ 
tinctly the circumstances surro unding 
the 
intro ductio n 
o f 
the 
reso lutio n 
against explo sio ns while the co nven­ 
tio n was in sessio n, and that the reso ­ 
lutio n was purely a jo ke. 
In this explanatio n O’Do nnell sup 
po rts the versio n given by H. S. Ho o k- 
in, secretary o f the unio n, w ho , o n the 
day fo llo wing the time it became gen­ 
erally kno wn that a reso lutio n had 
been intro duced at Ro chester “ that 
no mo re bo mbs he explo ded while this 
co nventio n is in sessio n,*’ said the 
reso lutio n was aimed at the use o f fire­ 
crackers in the co nventio n, as o ne o f 
the delegates had been sho o ting o ff 
canno n crackers in the back end o f 
the hal!. 
Ryan, also , after co nsidera­ 
tio n. said he remembered that the res­

O’Do nnell’s letter fo r the first time
